From the Mayor Pro-Tern 


Fellow Citizens; 

These past two years have seen a return to political 
stability in Sierra Madre. Make no mistake about it — 
this most welcome change has been no accident. It is strictly 
a reflection of the caliber of your City Council. 

On April 14 three of the Council seats are up for 
election. Two of these are being sought by incumbents 
Bud Hartman and Ralph Rule. The third is open since Jim 
Nickoloff is not seeking re-election. 

I have worked with all of these gentlemen during 
the past 26 months. I know the sense of purpose with 
which they have applied themselves to the difficult task 
of being good City Councilmen. You may only recognize 
that political tranquility has been restored, but believe me, 
much more has been accomplished.

Show 
your approval of the way your City Council has been 
working by re-electing Ralph Rule and Bud Hartman. Of 
the remaining five candidates I support Jim Abernethy 
for the vacant Council seat.

A .new banking service, 
calling itself “the most .non¬ 
exclusive savings club in 
the world” is now available 
at First Western Bank, 
through the month of April. 
The anno unceme.nt was 
made by Stafford Grady, 
chairman of the board and 
president. 

Designated' the Small 
Change Club, this .new serv¬ 
ice was originated by First 
Western to answer the .need 
to make all savers feel wel¬ 
come, the Bank president 
said. 

“We have all heard so 
much about the exotic clubs 
one can join provided one 
has thousands of dollars, 
that we thought it would be 
fu.n and a good idea to pro¬ 
mote a club for savers 
which customers could joi.n 
for ju.st .$5,” he added. 

To make the Club even 
more unusual a spec i a 1 
Small Change Club pass¬ 
book has 'been designed, 
bearing the Club shield. 
Each cu.stomer who join's is 
presented with a free cera¬ 
mic coin bank. ’The balloon¬ 
shaped bank is ideal for 
collecting small change; the 
saver periodically brings it 
into the bank, empties it, 
and deposits the chan.go in 
his Club account. Regular 
per cent interest is paid 
on the holdings in the 
Small Change Club. 


Promotion of the service 
was successfuliy tested in 
several individual branches 
before being ins t i t u t e d 
bank-wide in First West¬ 
ern’s 93 offices. 

An incentive program for 
.staff members is included: 
for each 144 clubs opened, 
the branch receives a free 
portable television set. The 
TV may be enjoyed by the 
staff as a whole, presented 
to the employee who “sold” 
the most clubs, or serve as 
the prize in an employee 
drawing. 

Some of the branches had 
been able to win a televi¬ 
sion set every week, during 
the test. Not all the ac¬ 
counts are for the sum of 
S5, Grady noted. “In one 
branch an alert teller asked 
a customer if he would like 
to joi.n the Small Change 
Club; he declared that he 
would indeed, and promptly 
opened an account for $171,- 
000,” he said. 

Borrowing a quote from 
the ads promoti.ng the new 
service Grady concluded his 
announcement with the 
warning, "Even though the 
Small Change Club is the 
most non-exclusive savings 
club in the world, we never¬ 
theless must hasten to add 
that membership is limited 
— to the first 15 million 
Californians.”
